TAMPICO AGAIN THE PFIVOTAL
POINT.

HUERTA 0HI]EFIS BLOCKADE

U. 8. Navy Has Instructions to Keep
Port Open to Commerce—
May Mean War.

Washington, I), C.—A new crisls In
the Mexienn difieulty faces the
Washington government., It is a |
situation fraught with perils for mes
dintion and with possibilitles that
might precipitate war between
United States and Mexico,

General Huerta brought about the
crigin by ordering gunboats to bloek-
ade the port of Tampico and to selze
a cargo of ammunition en route there
for constitutionalists aboard the
fteamer Antilla, from New York, fly-
ing the Cuban flag.

Huerta has no'ified the powers of

the Intention te blockade the port
and ., that he proposes to seslze the
CUIrRo conslgned to helllgoerants

againat bis sovereignty as contraband
of war.

The purpose of the United Btatea
to suppress the attempt to blockade
and prevent interfersnce with the
Antilla was indieated when Secretary
Danlels lseueg an officlal statement
sannouncing that while no new orders
had been glven Rear Admiral Badger,
there had been no chauge in the pol
fey of the government in reference to
fta desire that the port of Tampico
shall be open to all commeroce.

Secretary Danieis’ Statement.

The statement follows:

“The navy department has lssued
no new orders to Admiral Badger
sinee the Mexiean gunbonts were re-
ported to ba leaving Puerto Mexico,
The department has at no time con-
templated furnighing a convoy to the
Antilla or any other ship, nor have
any orders to that effect heen lssued.
No word whatever nas been received

tlons have been notifled of the block-
ade at Tamplco, or what their atti-
tude will be toward sach a blockade,
There has been no change in the pol-
fey of the government in reference to
ita deaire that the port of Tampico
ghall be open to all commerce,"”

this {nstance includes contraband of
war no official of the government will
discugs, So far as I8 known, the only
orders relating to Tampico that have
been isfued went to Admiral Badger
on May 10 in the form of a messnge
iInforming him that while It was not
belisved the: Huerta gunboats would
return to Tamplico, it was deemed ad-
visable that the ecommanders of Amer-
fean naval vesgels understand (hat
there be no Interference with com-
merce at that port.

Old Elevator Burne.

Sloux Falls, 8. D.—A loss of many
thousands of dollare was caused
when lightning struck and set fire to
the elevator of the Farmers' Shipping
assoclation in DeSBmet and burned It
to the ground. About 12,000 bushels
of grain was In the elevator at the
time, and this was destroyed. The losa
on the graln Is covered by Insurance,
The bullding was worth $5000 . or
$6,000, and wae Inegured for $38,600. A
quantity of coal and & large supply of
flour were also burned. The company
only a few days ago awarded the con-
tract for the erection of a new eleva-
tor bullding, with a capacily of 40,000
bushels, which will be completed be-
fore the new crop I8 ready to be mar
keted.

Acreages of the various crops and all
the data concerning Nebraska farms
and farmers are inecluded in these
reports.

Chzirmen Clarke Comments on Newss
paper Criticlam.

The Adamg County Dem-
oorat at Hastings  editorially de-
nounced the etate rallvay commis
glon because a lumber company of
Lincoln has bought a Jumber yard at
Minden. The editor says the Minden
yard has been abeorbed under tae
“very eyes, oars and nose of the slate
rallway commission.” It closes with
this; “The slumbere of the state
rallway commission know no waking.*

“The state rallway commission has
no more jurisdietion over lomber
vards,” said Rallway Commissioner
Henry T. (Marke, “than it has over—*

“Over county printing,” added
Rallway Commissioner H. Q. Taylor,

“The publication of that statement
by the Hastlngs paper”™ sald Mr,
Clarke, “shows how some otaerwise
well Informed and intelligent people
have a mistaker notion that the rail-
way commission s a cure all for
every ill and it aleo Mustrates the
evil that can be done by false report
and gossip. It reminds me of a story
of & woman who admitted to her con-
fesgor that she had been gullty of
gossiping,. He told her to go home
and seatter a can of mustard seed
along the sidewalk. When eghe re-
turned to him he commanded her to
go back and pick up the seed.”

There are state laws against com-
binations in restraint of trade which
the attorneys general or county at-
tarneys may enforce, but the railway
commission has no jurisdietion over
lumber yards.

Informal complzint against the
Western Union Telegraph company,
lodged by Lincoln Lusiness men,

It Is further reported that the die-
migsal of M. C. T. Welech of the Lin-
coln office of the Western Unlon,
from the serviceé of the comapny, cul-
minateg in the informal complaints
before the commission.

Business men of Liveoln have beep
Investigating the charges of the
Western Union company for the de
livery of messages. It was alleged
that charges of from 25 to 60 cents
were collecled for the delivery of
messages oulslde of the delivery die-
trict, 50 cents being charged to Col-
lege View, and that Instead of send-
ing & meesenger the Lincoln office
would telephone the message and
charge the delivery fee.

Manager Horton of Omaha denied
most of the Informal echarges lodged
with the commission. He siald the de-
livery charge is collected at the send-
Ing end of the wire and if the mes-
sage ecan be delivered from Lincoln
by telephone the delivery charge is
refundei.

Mr. Welch, formerly local manager
of the Western Unlon, Is alleged to
have said that out of 1,000 mesiages
received at Loneoln for dellyery he
refunded the delivery charge on only
taree.

As an example of the system al-
leged to be In force it is represented
that a message from a certain town
in South Dakota to Lincoln would be
sent for 40 cents and G0 cents deliv-
ery would be charged at Lincoln, mak-
ing a total of 90 cents for the mes-
sage, but the delivery would be by
telephone and would cost nothing to
elther the telegraph company nor to
the subscriber wko received the mes-
sage.

Rock lIsland to Go to Court.

The Rock Island rallroad company
has notified the rallway commission
that it will appeal from the order of
the commiesion commanding the con-
struction of a transfer switch between
the Burlington and the Rock Island
tracks at Nelson. The company has
